Western Canada a the Spotlight nay 


The attention of people in all parts of Canada, and, in fact, of the 
world, will be directed to the prairie provinces of this Dominion during the 
next few months in a way and to an extent probably unprecedented in the 
history of any country, by reason of the applications to the Dominion 
Parliament for charters to build many hundreds of m'les of railway in the 
northern portions of Manitoba, Saskatchwan and Alberta. 

Both the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways are 
asking Parliament for power to enormcusly extend oe lines into the 
north country, and both announce their eagerness to proce 
of construction with the least possible delay. There is the keenest kind 
of rivalry between these two giant systems for rights into certain sections 
of this territory, with the result that a battle royal will take place at 
Ottawa when Parliament assembles. 

One thing emerges qu'te clearly from the situation that has developed 
with almost startling suddenness, and that is, that, despite all former 
statements and predictions to the contrary, the railway managements of 
Canada are now convinced of the: enormous wealth of natural. resources 
in the more northerly porticns of Canada and of the success of the Hudson 
Bay Railway and Hudson Bay route to the markets of the old world. 

There had long been a suspicion in the minds of many Western peopie 
that the former opposition in Montreal and other Eastern centres’ to the 
construction cf the Hudson Bay Ra‘lway was based, not on their professed 
scepticism as to the feasib'lity of the route, but because’ of 
their belief that the rcute would prove to be an unqualified success, with 
all the upheaval wh’ch the opening of this short route from the heart of, 


the prairies to the markets of the world would cause in existing transpor- |

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New Mining Regulation cS ~ Reparations Con‘erence 


Have Been Approved 
And Are Now In Force 


Ottawa.—New quartz mining regu- 
lations» which were brought into 
effect by federal order-in-council last 
Friday were outlined by Hon, Charles 
Stewart Saturday afternoon. The 
new regulations, before being put in- 
to operation were submitted to the 
provincial governments of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and 
presumably were received with ap- 
proval. The regulations governing 
mining in the west are now virtually 
the same as those in effect in the 
east, 

The principal regulations provide: 

Instead of collecting royalty at the 
rate of 244 per cent. of the sales of 
the product, of the mines, as at pres- 
ent, there is substituted a tax of 3 
per cent. of the annual profits over 
$10,000 and up to $1,000,000; 5 per 
cent, of the excess over $1,000,000 
and up to $5,000,000; 6 per cent. of 
the excess over $5,000,000 and up to 
$10,000,000; and a proportional in- 
crease of one per cent. on each ad- 
ditional $5,000,000. The royalty will 
accrue January 1 in each year and 
will be payabie October 1 following.

On of the most striking  state- 
ments issued recently by the Bri- 
tish Government in relation to the 
burden of debt entailed by the Great 
War, was the announcement made 
by the Minister of Pensions, who 
said that by March, 1929, $4,300,000,- 
000 would have been expended in 
pensions to injured and disabled ex- 
service men, This {s an astounding 
statement, and speaks convincingly 
of Britain's gigantic effort in the 
terrible struggle of a decade ago, 
The number on the pension roll to- 
tals 970,000, aggregating with de- 


pendent wives and families, 1,500,- 
000 persons, Final awards on life 
pensions were granted to 870,000 


officers and men, 

In the 11 years of its administra- 
tion the department has spent on 
medical treatment $275,000,000; on 
special allowances to patients and 
families during treatment $172,500,- 
000, and is spending yearly on this 
branch’ of work $15,000,000. Since 
1927 the Ministry of Pensions and 
the Ministry of Labor have expend- 
ea over $240,000,000 in the training 
of ex-service, disabled and other 
men, including allowances to fam- 
flies during training. A sum of $50,- 
000,000 was spent in civil liabilities 
grants. The number of unemployed 
disabled men has been reduced to 
19,000, of whom only 7,000 are clas- 
sified as men whose disablement 
makes it difficult for them to work 
at their former occupations, or at 
similar ones. 

Moreover, the policy adopted of 
persuading employers to give work 
to disabled men has led to the en- 
gagement of 380,000 men. The ex- 
penditure of the Ministry of Pen- 
sions for the current year is $285,- 
000,000. A comparison of statistics 
shows that while Great Britan has 
actually expended $3,935,000,000, 
France has spent $2,250,000,000, and 
Germany $1,750,000,000. One credit- 
able feature of the statement is that 
the percentage of unemployment 
among disabled ex-service men is 
smaller than among the civilian pop- 
ulation, 

In addition to this tremendous 
outlay for pensions to disabled men, 
Britain has. been paying for the 
debts to the United States which 
were contracted by the Allied na- 
tions, and which were guaranteed by 
the British Treasury, as well ag 
providing for the recovery of the na- 
tion from the economic impoverish- 
ment caused by the war, It is a 
record of which the people of the 
British nations everywhere may well 
be proud.

A total of 63,669 Canadians lost 
their lives either during the great 
war or died subsequently from caus- 
es directly attributed to war service. 
This is disclosed in the figures ot 
plaques and scrolls that have already 
been issued from the department ot 
lor che a defence to the next-of-kin 


of the nation’s fatal war casualties, 

It is more than ten years since 
| hostilities ceased, yet many of those 
plaques remain unissued, while thou- 
sands of war medals continue to re- 
| pose in the department unclaimed. 
This situation is not peculiar alone 
to the great war, of 11,990 Canadian 
|service medals not yet delivered to 
| their owners about 10,000 are for the 
| Fenian raids of 1866 and 1870, and 
‘for the Red River rebellion of 1870.

Success Assured If Supply Of Min- 
eral Mixture Kept On Hand 

Although the pig may not know 
it, says a leaflet issued by the Ohio 
experiment station, he must have 
sodium, chlorine, calcium and phos- 
phorus, it he is going to make good 
growth and return his owner a pro- 
fit. For this reason many farmers 
| keep a supply of mineral mixture. 

Common salt supplies sodium and 
chlorine. Finely ground limestone 
or hardwood ashes furnishes calcium, 
| while steamed bone meal provides 
|phosphorus, This mixture, contain- 
| ing equal parts of salt, finely-ground 
| agrcultural lime and bone meal is 
| widely used for cattle, as well as 
|for hogs. It cures the habit develop- 
'ed by many cows, of chewing bones 
{and boards, acquired because the 
| mineral content of thelr rationg re-

Report Shows 65,328,000 Horse- 
Power Now In Operation 

With world interest centred upon 
the efforts being put forth in almost 
every civilized country to secure ad- 
ditional supplies of low-priced pow- 
er for the needs of industry, the an- 
nual review of hydro-electric pro- 
gress in Canada by Hon. Charles 
Stewart, Minister of the Interior, is 
of timely significance, indicating as 
it does, that throughout the Domin- 
fon the greatest activity prevails in 
harnessing for industrial, commer- 
cial and domestic use the advantage- 
ously situated and ample water- 
power resources of the country. 

During the year 1928 the energy of 
the waterwheels or turbines actually 
installed and brought into operatiou 
amounted to 550,000 horse-power, 
thus bringing the total for the whole 
Dominion to 5,328,000 horse-powe. 
In addition to this large increase, 
there are many projects under active 
construction, some of them nearing 
completion and others just recently 
initiated, whose combined installa- 
tions will result in adding more than 
1,200,000 h.p. to the country’s total.

Kingship Is _ 
No Sinecure 


Ruler’s Life Is a Busy Ono Says 
Famous Portait Painter 


It is disclosed that there is a por- 
trait of King George painted just 
before his recent illness which has 
not yet been seen by the public. 

Frank O, Salisbury, who painted it, 
depicts the King making the tradi- 
tional gift of gold and silver to the 
poor during the installation cere- 
mony of the Knights of the Honor- 
able Order of the Bath. The scene, 
which has never before been painted, 
glows with color, It was sketched by 
the artist, who is well known for 
his representations of historical sub- 
jects, and later the various person- 
ages who figure in it came individual- 
ly to sit for their portraits. 

When King George arrived at Mr. 
Salisbury’s studio the enormous can- 
vas was complete except for his own 
picture. When the King inspected tt 
he began to laugh. 

“My sword,” he said. “You have 
painted me in an admiral’s uniform 
and have given me a Field Marshal's 
sword. You didn’t think I would no- 
tice a little detail like that, did 
you?” 

To remedy matters, the King sent 
to the studio his elaborate sword 
which he has as an Admiral of the 
fleet. On its beautiful blade are en- 
graved the names of all the war- 
ships with which the King was as 
sociated with during his nava 
career. 

Just how busy a man King George 
has been all his life might be gath- 
ered from Mr. Salisbury's reminis- 
cences, 

“So far as I have observed,” he 
said today, “kingship is no sinecure. 
I received an appointment for the 
first sitting for a war portrait of his 
Majesty for noon one day. I went 
at 11 o'clock, and during the next 
hour watched the King decorate sol- 
diers, shake each of them by the 
hand and with gracious words anu 
gestures make a number of nervous 
young heroes happy.
